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A HOPE FOR BETTER TIMES. 
Id the mldat of the crash of banks, the 
failure of mercantile firms, the noiseless 
machine shope, the low prices ot grain, the 
general suspension ot business activity, and 
the continued unsettled condition of our 
national finances, “there are certain bright 
harbingers which bring comforting assur­ 
ance that better times approach/' But the 
farmer who sells his wheat, oats, corn and 
barley at unprofitable figures, and carries 
them to markt over worse roads than we 
have seen in mid-winter for msny years, the 
man without employment or he who earns 
barely enough to provide his family with 
daily bread, the manufacturer whose works 
have been closed by the force of hard 
times, toe merchant who disposes of but 
few goods and finds collections difficult to 
make, and the thousands of mechanics who 
aft compelled to live lo idleness, will hard­ 
ly find a crumb of comfort in this state­ 
ment. There seemingly is but little cheer 
in the midst ot this financial fog, and wheu 
it will blow oyer is difficult to positively 
determine, but the indications are that we 
have seen the worst and that gradually we 
shall 
approach a better conditions of 
thinga 
The disasters which have shocked finan­ 
cial circles and disorganized trade, were 
born of extravagance and wild speculation. 
The seeds were sown several years ago, 
and now we are reaping the result. Com- I 
bluing these causes with an unsteady 
money market—a fluctuating currency, 
and we have the results of 1877—eight 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one 
failures. The lesson has been an expensive 
one, but it is one which will profit the 
country in the end. The bank failures 
have done their worst, the financial crisis 
has 
st en 
its 
darkest 
hour, 
the currency promises to be born again, 
•liver, in some shape, will likely be re' 
monetized, and commercial prosperity will 
soon begin a new march forward. 
Here­ 
after we may expect to see a new era re­ 
garding the manner ot protecting the sav­ 
ings of the laboring class ; the money ot 
the country will be placed on a solid basis; 
speculations will have a prescribed lim it; 
and “corporate malleasance is beginning to 
incur responsibilities and penalties that 
five years ago was undreamed ot.” Again 
When gold is floating about and can beg a 
buyer at only 101^, we have the cheerful 
assurance that national credit is first class. 
These are the signs of the times which fill 
the country with hope. Our nation is al­ 
most unlimited in its resources—our mines 
Lre rich, our fields productive aud the ca­ 
pacity ot our toreste is well nigh inex­ 
haustible. There is not a nation on earth 
whose productive power is so great as 
ours, and whose general condition is so fa­ 
vorable tor a safe ride through a financial 
storm. With the exercise of wisdom in 
Congress regarding the silver question, 
with judicious economy in our municipal 
governments, with less overreaching in 
trade, and with the practice of ordinary 
frugality on the part of the people, we may 
•ately live rn anticipation of better times 
coming. 
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lara. The crisis of 1861 turned out 6,994 
failures, with 208 millions of liabilities. 
But the reaction was rapid and continuous, 
and in 1863, there were but] 495 failure*] 
While the outlook is not as discouraging 
as some imagine, we have not recovered

Another Batch o f General and

In regard to the important and sweeping 
opinion recently rendered by Chief Justice 
Ryan, of the Supreme Court of this State, 
which practically set aside, as illegal, every 
assessment made for taxes in Wisconsin for 
the past ten years, the Chicago Journal 
•ays: “The ground on which the decision 
was made was that, under the law, all 
property should be assessed at its full value* 
and as this bas not been done in any case, 
the assessments are void ; also, that per­ 
sonal inspection should be made ol every 
parcel of real estate by the Assessor, which 
likewise has not been done. The result 
of this decision has been that a Milwaukee 
tax-fighter Is trying to restrain the County 
Treasurer from assigning certificates of tax 
•ales for the years mentioned in the opin 
ion, and also this year’s tax sale. A test 
case has been entered, and an injunction 
has been granted against 
tne County 
Treasurer in Ibis special instance. The 
lesson taught is the need of more care* 
diligence and honesty in the administra - 
tions of Assessors and Collectors und other 
officials whose duty it is to perform the 
work of levying and collecting taxes.”

FROM MADISON. 


New York City is under the administra 
lion of the Democratic party—a party 
which preaches so much about reform and 
practices so little. Here is the way they 
work reform in Sodom under the Demo­ 
cratic rule: The cost of cleaning streets 
in that city last year was $2,900 per mile.

appointment, as his qualifications tor the 
position are not surpassed by those of any 
other candidate for the office. He is capa­ 
ble of rendering the State valuable ser­ 
vices as Commissioner, and»theretore his 
appointment would reflect credit od the 
Executive. The dispatches intimate that 
ai matters now stand, the Governor will 
consider himself in duty hound to name 
some gentleman whose has not been prom­ 
inently mentioned ass candidate. General 
Tom Allen, of the Oshkosh Northwestern, 
and formerly Secretary of State, is being 
brought forward tor the position. The 
whole matter is in such a mixed up shape, 
that any prediction as to its settlement, is 
Impossible. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel in an editorial, 
pronounced this opinion on the appoint­ 
ment of Rusk: “It ii not in the line the 
friends of Gov. Smith had reason to believe 
he would pursue. It was his right and his 
duty to appoint a Republican provided he 
could Aud one competent to fill the posi­ 
tion ; it was equally his right and his duty 
to appoint a man in sympathy with what 
Gov. Smith's message declares to be the 
sentiments of a majority of Republicans. 
We confess we are at a loss hew to account 
for the appointment. 
We decline tor the

ly urged, of a desire on the part ot some­ 
body to secure the support of Gen. Rusk s 
district in a contest tor the United Slates 
senatorship next year.

FIGURES ON FAILURES. 
As we have stated elsewhere, there were 
8,871 failures in the United States during 
the year 1877. The total liabilities or these 
firms foot up in round numbers nearly 191 
million dollars. While the number of 
failures Is larger than la any year in our 
history (excepting 1876), the liabilities are 
comparatively small. In the great panic 
ol 1857 when banks tumbled to pieces, and 
mercantile 
firm and factories joined 
in th* general crashland grain was scarcely 
worth hauliogjto market,the number of fail­ 
ures was 4,932, but the liabilities reached

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24—1The speech 
of Lamar on the silver question was listen* 
ed to with evident interest on account of 
the peculiar position which he occupies. 
All doubt as to bu ultimate action in re 
ference to the Matthews resolution was re­ 
moved by the announcement from himself 
that be intended to vote against it. He 
opposed the remonetization of silver, but 
thought some plan could be found and per­ 
fected by which the two standards could be 
harmoniously blended.

dently intended to placate bis home friends 
in the Legislature of Mississippi, who have 
severely criticised bi9 course on the silver 
question. He took the old ground that the 
South furnished the brains and the North­ 
ern Democracy the votes, aud that when 
the Southern Senators and Representatives 
retired from the legislative halls of the Re­ 
public in the winter of 1860-’G1 they turned 
over the Government in a fine and prosper­ 
ous condition. He quoted from a speech 
delivered at an impeachment trial betorn 
the Senate to show that the Republicans 
had brought about a different condition of 
things, and declared that a restoration of 
the old Democracy was the only panacea 
for our national ills. 
Mr. Limar made a feeling allusion to 
the Southern Senators of the past,—Hunt­ 
er, Mason, Slidell, Benjamin, Toombs, and 
Brown, and, without mentioning his name, 
to Jefferson Davis,—and said: Mr. Presi­ 
dent—We, the successors of these men, 
are bere to-day. By a policy which is a 
noteworthy fact in the nineteenth century 
we have come toamingle with represeuta 
lives from all States of this Union In a com­ 
mon council for the good ot this couutrv. 
We come no longer as representatives of 
the capital interests of the South. We 
come not as the allies of the laboring men 
of the North, but as laborers ourselves, ev­ 
ery one ot us, and all of our constituents, 
taught the stern le99on of necessity of 
earning 
our 
subsistence 
by 
the 
sweat 
of 
our 
face. 
But, 
sir, 
we come with our convictions uucnanged 
as to the necessity of the laboring class bt 
tug protected in all their rights aud in all 
their interest", for when they sink, the so­ 
cial fabric of society must sink and crum* 
hie with them. But we come believing 
that they are honest; that they are patient; 
that they are sell reliant and true to their 
obligation, and that what it is their doty 
to do, they will feel ll is to their interest lo 
do. We have differed upon this great 
question, but of one thing tho world may 
he assured, that no Southern Senator ‘rep­ 
resenting the Southern people will give a 
vote upon the one side or the other which 
is not designed to protect the laboring 
classes of this country alike with its capital, 
or on the other that will not preserve un­ 
tarnished the sacred honor of America.

and added to* the agony of freezing feet was 
the additional torture of being forced to 
grip the cold steel of the muskets with 
naked hands day after day. 
When the 
regiment left New Orleans there was not 
$5 in the possession of officers and men. 
The worncu and children belonging to the 
command, including the 
wives 
and 
offspring of the officers, numbered thirty- 
two, and transportation for these of course 
had to be secured at individual expense. 
It is said that but for the timely aid of 
friends, who understanding the impecu­ 
nious condition of the rank and file, ad­ 
vanced a little money out of their own 
private means, these dependent and desti­ 
tute followers of the camp must have suf­ 
fered abandonment in their time of great- 
est need.

fell sick under the terrible exposure, and 
for 
weeks their 
lives were 
al­ 
most despaired of. 
Tho transportation 
f outhit allowed the command was limited 
to three ambulances. As there was not a 
dollar of money in the regiment, the sim­ 
plest wants of the sick could not be grati­ 
fied, as the isolated ranchmen and hunters 
in that country refused to part with any­ 
thing when the cash was not forthcoming. 
Finally, as the regiment was nearing the 
end of their march, ragged, footsore, pen­ 
niless and shivering, some ot the officers 
sold their pay rolls tor cash, but not with­ 
out the sacrifice of 25 per cent, on the 
dollar.

The Work of the Ring. 
Milwaukee Sentinel. 
If by reason of a desire for the aid of 
this paper, the Madison Democrat has per­ 
mitted 1 lee It to believe the Sentinel is not 
wholly opposed to the passage of Mr. An­ 
derson’s text book bill, it may as well 
straighten out its mind at once. 
In com­ 
menting on this bill the Sentinel only in­ 
tended to compare it with the effort of 
last year and not to enter fully into the ob­ 
jections against any bill providing for a 
uniformity of text-books. 
We did oppose 
the bill in the article from which the Dem­ 
ocrat seems to derive comfort, but (made 
what we thought a fklr statement, that it 
appeared to be intended to satisfy the de­ 
mand for cheaper books rather than to 
give 
a 
Madison fpublishing 
house 
a 
fat 
job. 
And 
such 
is 
its 
face appearance. A further consideration 
of the matter, however, compels U9 to state 
that it is the work of the original Madison 
ring, the center of which is the chronic 
applicant for State funds, the State Jour­ 
nal. It is to be understood that if the 
scheme proposed were desirable, there is 
no reason why |the Madison ring should 
not secure the job; but the connection be* 
tween Mr. Anderson and the original pro­ 
jectors of a bill which named David At­ 
wood as the contractor having appeared, 
the author of the bill is not to be credited 
with a desire to secure cheaper * tex t-books 
to the people. 
We believe the whole theory of State 
uniformity is wrong, and oppose any legis­ 
lation looking to &tate uniformity. We be­ 
lieve any further legislation ot any kind, 
except to limit the frequency of changes in 
text-books, to be injurious to the cause oi 
education. It Is certain that under this bill 
the people ot the State would not secure 
their books 20 per cent. cheaper than at 
present, while in the tep years for which 
the people are bound to prices less than 
20 per cent, lower than now, the maiket 
price ot text-books of all kinds will prob­ 
ably be reduced 50 per cent. A hurried 
examination shows 
that the schedule 
embraced lo the bill is not only unfair as 
we said, but absolutely dishonest. The 
prices given are not only 40 per cent. 
higher than the prices for which the books 
can be obtained now by school districts, but 
higher than those of as good or better books 
of the same grade. 
In crediting the bill with apparent hon­ 
esty of purpose, we assumed that educators 
had been consulted as to the books which 
are to form the criterion tor the monopoly 
publications. A comparison with the bill 
of last year, however, shows the schedule 
to be the same in every respect—a schedule 
prepared by the Madison ring without the 
advice 
of 
a 
competent 
educator. 
The schedule ot 
last 
year’s 
bill 
was not at hand when the first comments 
were written and we chose to credit the 
ostensible author of the bill with a desire 
to benefit the people rather than to con­ 
demn what we had no present means of 
showing to be the work of an interested 
ring. But not for a moment has there been 
any doubt of the duty of the Legislature to 
deieat the bill. Even if the theory that it 
had been honestly drawn were correct, the 
necessity of its defeat would be none the 
less plain. A brief inquiry Into the pres­ 
ent pricts of the books wrongfully quoted 
In the bill, warrants the statement that if 
the bill should pass, the people of the tttate 
will pay at least 20 per cent, more tor their 
books than they can be secured for to-day.

la these days of wars ami rumors of 
wars concerning the respective rights of 
teachers and 
parents, it will doubtless 
prove of interest to many to learn that the 
Supreme Court of Illinois has just rendered 
a 
decision 
which 
may 
seriously 
affect 
the system ot grading adopt­ 
ed 
in 
the 
public 
schools. 
The facts in the case were these: 
A boy 
had been kept at home a good deal on ac­ 
count of ill health, and, hading he must 
omit some stndy, he ommittea grammar. 
In course of time he applied for admission 
to the High School, and was admitted 
Subsequently the teachers discovered that 
ha was deficient In grammar, and required 
that he ahould study up and pass in this 
branch or leave. He was finally expelled 
tor not complying with this demand. 
A 
mandamus was brought to compel the trus­ 
tees to admit him, and the mandamus was 
issued. The trustees took an appeal, but 
the Supreme Court affirmed the decision of 
Judge Gary, holding, in substance, that it 
Is for parents to say what their children 
shall study of the branches that are taught. 
They cannot require their children to be 
inatructed in studies not in the curriculum, 
bot of those tha* are in it they can make 
their selections for them ; and that in pass­ 
ing from one grade to another, or from a 
grammar to a high school, if the pupil 
puses in any of the studies on which he is 
examined he may enter the upper grade in 
the high school and continue such studies* 
hat ha cannot continue studies in which he 
tailed to pass. 
Mr. George P ollanbee, who is a Badger, 
and who graduated from Lawreace Uni­ 
versity, Appleton, Wis, appeared lur the 
defendant in theauit. 


A decidedly mixed and interesting case 
A s been before Justice Balch for a few 
days past and has just reached a verdict. 
From the testimony brought out and the 
statements made by the several parties 
concerned it appears that Peter Grainier 
who lives in the town of Turtle, some time 
ago traded conditionally a pair of mules for 
a team of horses, with a man named Howe 
Afterwards, in accordance with his under­ 
standing of th* trade, he tried to swap 
bask, but Howe objected. 
He procured 
papers aud brought to his aid Constable 
Geo. C. Pettibonc, of Shlrland, Iii., who 
secured possession of the mules from Horn 
and dellvere I them, as he claims, over to 
Grantier, but neglected to take the neces­ 
sary bonds. Grantier then had both the 
mules and the horses. The mules are said 
to have disappeared mysteriously, and the 
next chapter in lh** strange history shows 
Orantier under criminal prosecution for 
stealing them. 
While there appeared no 
wanton crookedness rn the matter, on legal 
technicalities it is said that the court de 
cided him guilty and that he was sentenced 
to a year in Joliet 
Howe, who claims to 
have been left without either mules or 
horses, brought suit against the constable 
and recovered f->u0 for the team. The 
constable,9was therefore out of pocket, and 
thought that as he had paid tor the team, 
he should be the owner thereof. In Jone 
last, Grantier left the horses in charge of 
his boy near Woodstock. He had scarce­ 
ly been away two hours, when Constable 
Pettlbone appeared, and according to the 
young mau's story nabbed both him and 
bis father’s horses. This son, named Al 
bert Grantier, gives another strange chap­ 
ter to the wonderful horse history. 
He 
claims that Constable Pettlbone made the 
arrest and took the horses without ^serving 
any papers or telling him the nature of the 
crime. More yet. 
He says he took him 
on a wild goose chaise, compelling him to 
travel 
around 
for 
about 
a 
week, 
going 
first 
to 
Harvard, 
then 
to 
Sharon, 
then 
to 
Beloit, 
then to Shirland, then to Rockford, and 
then home, where he was set at liberty. 
He claims also that Constable Pettlbone in* 
duced Mrs. Grantier to pay oyer $10 for 
his expenses in making this trip. Young 
Grantier objected seriously to what he 
deemed an abuse of constabulary author­ 
ity, and when Pettibone appeared in this 
city the other day he hastened to effect the 
constable’s arrest for false imprisonment. 
Pettlbone after spending a night with the 
Sheriff, secured the necessary $1,000 bail 
and will show up bis side of the story be­ 
fore the Circuit Court. 
The case before Justice Balch was in the 
nature of a replevin suit, brought by Pe­ 
ter Grantier against Albert Porter, to re­ 
cover the possession of the team, they be­ 
ing In the hands of the latter who claims 
to have purchased them from his brother- 
in-law, Constable Pettlbone. Porter ap­ 
peared to be mixed up in the cise in no 
other way than baviog innocently secured 
the team in dispute. The jury brought in 
a verdict giving Grantier the team and a 
dime's worth of damages. An appeal was 
promptly taken and the case will be more 
thoroughly silted in the higher court.
